PARIS, May 31 (AP) — Presi- 
dent Kennedy told President De 
Gaulle tonight that United States 
military forces will remain in 
Europe as long as they are re- 
quired. 

The United States forces, Mr. 
Kennedy said, will be ‘‘ready to 
meet any threat with whatever 
response is needed.” 

“And both of us also know,” 
Mr. Kennedy declared, “that 
neither ally would ever ignore 
the alliance to risk war, or to 
accept retreat, or to act out of 
narrow isolation.”

ner at the Elysee palace when 
he rose to toast the French 
president.

Dr. Seymour L. Wolfbein, dep- 
uty assistant secretary of labor, 
told a press conference that a 


decline of 194,000 in unemploy- | 


“ment and an increase of 1,044,000 
in employment, when coupled 
with other recent developments, 
“constituted pretty good evi- 
dence that the economy is turn- 
ing around.” 


He warned, .however. that with 


6.9 per cent of the job force out 
of work, unemployment, 
sixth consecutive month, remains 
“seriously high.” 

He noted also that there was 
little progress in cutting into 
long-term unemployment, which 


has been at a high level for 
months. 


Other Indicators Cited. 
Wolfbein pointed out that other 
economic indicators have shown 


‘a greater degree of recovery 


than the figures on employment 


| and unemployment. He said this | 


is customary. Production, sales 
and other économic indices cus- 
tomarily show changes first, 
while these effects may not be 
felt in terms of jobs for several 


months. 


He said economists will be 
watching closely in the months 
ahead to see whether the 
economic upturns that have been 
reported and translated into ad- 
ditional jobs.

Wears Topcoat. 


Mr. Kennedy was bareheaded 
but wore a lightweight black 
topcoat. 


The French President and his 
wife escorted the Kennedys to 
their suite in the Foreign Office 
on the Quai d’Orsay where they 
will stay during their official 
visit. 

The Kennedys were scarcely 
settled in the handsome state 
apartments, especially done over 
for the visit of President Eisen- 
hower in September of 1959, 
when Mr. Kennedy left for the 
Elysee palace and the first of 
his private talks with De Gaulle. 

Luncheon With Wives. 

Between the 45-minute morn- 
ing session and the hour-and-50- 
minute afternoon ‘talk, the two 
Presidents were joined by their 
wives for luncheon. 

Although they could agree ona 
fundamental resolve to hold Ber- 
lin, there are few other subjects 
on which De Gaulle and Mr. 
Kennedy can get together except 
in a formal determination to try 
for a closer understanding on the 
Western alliance and De Gaulle’s 
determination to have an un- 
challenged voice in setting policy 
everywhere. 

Because Mrs. Kennedy is ac- 
companying her husband, the so- 
cial events are far more con- 
spicuous than on the occasion 
of Eisenhower’s four visits 10 
Paris. The climax will come on 
Thursday evening when the 
French President gives a state 
dinner in the Hall of Mirrors at 
Versailles where the splendor of 
the French kings has been pre- 
served.

armed forces of about 25,000. 
People in his country referred to 
him complimentarily as “El Jefe 
(the Chief).” There were fre- 
quent references to “God and 
Trujillo.” 

A widespread intelligence sys- 
tem kept Trujillo advised of 
what was going on both at home 
and abroad. Its cars patrolled 
the streets of the capital day and 
night. Most Dominicans were 
quick to express their loyalty 
and faith in the Generalissimo 
in conversations with strangers. 

He controlled the press and 
radio of his country and let the 
people have only the news he 
thought they should have. Much 
of this glorified him and the na- 
tion. Foreign publications con- 
taining anything remotely anti- 
Trujillo were suppressed upon 
reaching the borders. 

But in spite of all his efforts, 
enemies arose to challenge his 
tough rule. Dominican exiles in 
Cuba, Puerto Rico, Venezuela 
and the United States plotted his 
downfall. He kept a revolver on 
his desk. 

In January 1960 he crushed a 
nationwide plot by a middle class 
group of lawyers, doctors and 
other professionals to assassinate 
him at the opening of a cattle

show. He retaliated with a wave 
of arrests. 

But his action in jailing 1500 
to 2000 persons drew fire from 
the dominant Roman Catholic 
Church. In a strongly - worded 
pastoral letter, bishops of the 
church protested there was a 
lack of human rights in the 
country and deplored the suffer- 
ing of the families of those held. 

Many of those arrested were 
released shortly, but more than 
100 were sentenced to 30 years 
in prison, the maximum under 
the law, and fines totaled in 
excess of $1,000,000. All those 
sentenced admitted participating 
in the plot against him. 

Among Trujillo’s troubles on 
the home front was a drouth 
which reduced the sugar and 
coffee crops. This came at a 
ernment income was thus cut 
sharply. At the same time, the 
regime was forced into extra 
military expenditures by the 
threat that exiled opponents of 
Trujillo would invade from 
Cuba. 

In June of 1959 the republic 
reported there had been such an 
invasion by a 225-man force 
which landed by air and sea. 
Officials said machete-swinging 
campesinos (farmers) joined the 
military forces in slaughtering 
all but a handful of the invad- 
ers. The survivors were cap- 
tured. There had been several 
previous attempts at invasion, 
but this was the most serious. 

The increased expenditures for 
arms Caused a cutback in gov- 
ernment spending for public 
works. As a consequence, the 
country’s economy suffered. 

But the Generalissimo ex- 
pressed confidence he would 
solve all problems and overcome 
his adversaries. 

In order to counter the opposi- 
tion among some segments of 
the population, Trujillo decided 
to return to the office of presi- 
dent. He had relinquished that 
post in 1952 to his brother, 
Hector. 

An estimated half a million 
Dominicans marched in a pa- 
rade in February of 1960 that 
was Organized to urge Trujillo 
to take over the presidency 
again. His brother had been a 
mere figurehead for him. The 
election was scheduled for 1962. 

Quits Party Post. 

Trujillo resigned as head of 
the Dominican party, long the 
Only effective political party in 
the republic. He said his pur- 
pose was to prepare for free 
elections with two or more par- 
ties competing.

Plans for a publicity and pub- 
lie education campaign to en- 
courage compliance with the Sf. 
Louis pedestrian safety ordi- 
nance will be discussed at City 
Hall June 12. A committee ap- 
pointed by Mayor Raymond R. 
Tocker will meet in his office at 
3 p.m. 

At a meeting Monday, the 
chairman, Traffic Commissioner 
Ellis C. Henry Jr., outlined pre- 
liminary plans for the campaign. 
which is to include a concerted 
effort by civic organizations to 
reduce the number of pedestrian 
injuries and fatalities here. 

Henry noted that St. Louis is 
second among cities with popu- 
lation between 500,000 and 1,000,- 
000 in the number of pedestrians 
killed in traffic accidents. He 
said 73 per cent of the deaths 
here could have been prevented 
by obeying the law. 

Plea by Henry. 

A publicity campaign is neces- 
sary, Henry said, ‘‘because walk- 
ing and driving habits of St. 
Louigans will have to be 
changed. We have to make pe- 
destrians want to cross at inter- 
sections, and motorists to ob- 
serve pedestrian rights.”’ 

He ‘suggested that the Adver- 
tising Club and the Safety Coun- 
cil work together and offer pub- 
licity through newspapers, tele- 
vision and radio stations and 
billboards, in. conjunction with 
education through window dis- 
plays, pamphlets and speeches. 

The schools, he said, should 
undertake a campaign to inform 
parents and children of the need 
for inereased pedestrian safety. 

The Missouri Automobile Club, 
the Inter-Association of Neigh- 
borhood Groups, the St. Louis 
Labor Council and the Chamber 
of Commerce were asked to form 


speaking bureaus to take’ the. 


campaign to meetings of local 
organizations. 
Police Aid Pledged. 

H. Sam Priesf, president of 
the Police Board, and Chief of 
Police Curtis Brostron pledged 
co-operation of the Police De- 
partment. Priest emphasized that 
publicity is the key to good en- 
forcement. 

“The Police Department does 
not have the manpower to ap- 
prehend all violators. Even if 
we do make arrests, we are 
losing ground if the pedestrian 
does not understand why he is 
arrested, If «he feels resentful, 
the campaign is a failure,’’ he 
said. ‘The police should never 
take the public by surprise in 
enforcing a new Jaw.” 

Mayor .Tucker, noting that 63 
pedestrians were killed in St 
Louis last year, said that even 
if only one life could be saved 
through a publicity and enforce- 
ment program, the committee's 
work could be considered a suc- 
cess

WASHINGTON, May 31 (AP)— 
A request by Adm. Arleigh A 
Burke for retirement from active 
duty when his term as chief of 
naval operations expires on Aug 
1 is being acted on, it was 
learned yesterday.

The member firms of our associa- 
tion, responsible for upwards of 95 
per cent of prescription drug pro- 
duction in the United States, do not, 
so far as we are aware, engage in 
any showering of favors upon doc- 
tors. 


As to the number of sales repre- 
sentatives, our best estimates indi- 
cate that there are an average of 
only about 100 per company, or two 
in each state per company, whereas 
there is an average of about 3000 
physicians per state. An authorita- 
tive survey widely quoted in pro- 
fessional and trade literature re- 
vealed three years ago that 68 per 
cent of doctors regarded these rep- 
resentatives as their first source of 
information about new drugs. With 
the development in recent years of 
drugs which actually cure, preser- 
vation of this important source of 
information to doctors about them 
seems imperative.

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A Way to Cockpit Peace 


If the airline pilots and flight engineers 
follow recommendations of the special Presi- 
dential commission, a way can be found to 
end the most serious of the strike threats 
that have beset the nation’s airlines for sev- 
eral years. 


The three-man panel, headed by Dr. Nathan 
P. Feinsinger of Wisconsin University, left 
the details of arriving at a settlement to the 
disputants. But it did specify that the en- 
gineers’ union, with 3200 members, should 
merge with the pilots’ union, with nearly 
15,000 members. This was the same recom- 
mendation made on a smaller scale by the 
National Mediation Board Feb. 6 in the United 
Air Lines case and it brought on a wildcat 
strike, the most costly in airline history. The 
engineers returned to work with the under- 
standing that a special commission would re- 
study the issues. 


Both the NMB and the Feinsinger commis- 
sion view the ideal flight deck crew as one 
in which craft differences between pilot and 
engineer disappear and each man is able to 
handle the duties of the other in an emer- 
gency. The report made Thursday urged that 
engineers have a chance to take pilot train- 
ing and acquire pilot seniority, and that pilots 
take engineer training and acquire engineer 
seniority. 

It would be difficult for engineers to find 
objections to merging if they had assurance 
that engineer seniority would be protected 
in a pilot-dominated union. Job security has 
been at the bottom of nearly all the feuding 
between the two unions. The new big jets, 
carrying two and three times as many passen- 
gers as the older piston-engined planes, and 
flying much faster, have reduced cockpit jobs. 
With the coming of these jets, the pilots 
fought to get the third seat away from the 
engineers. Four major airlines solved this 
problem by agreeing to put three pilots and 
an engineer in each of the new planes. 

The Feinsinger report takes notice of this 
alleged featherbedding by referring to it as 
an accident of collective bargaining that 
should “stop right now.” This recommenda- 
tion seems wholly justified by the fact that 
the Federal Aviation Agency, which makes 
the safety rules, requires only an engineer 
and two pilots on the biggest jets. With this 
further job reduction in the offing, both pilots 
and engineers are going to be even more con- 
cerned with job security. And the engineers 
are in the weaker position. 

In the past they have had strong backing 
from James R. Hoffa, head of the Teamsters’ 
Union. Now Hoffa says the Feinsinger report 
is “fair and sound” and that he will not offer 
the engineers any support during the 30-day 
negotiation period. The engineers also have 
ringing in their ears President Kennedy’s 
statement on the report: “One thing is clear, 
we cannot have further strikes over these dis- 
puted issues. There can be no legitimate ex- 
cuses for interruptions of service now that 
these commissions have marked out the areas 
of fair and reasonable settlement.” 

The engineers must know that another 
strike would ruin them. But the pilots will 
be equally accountable if they cause the nego- 
tiations to go into a tail spin. The Feinsinger 
report says failure to reach an agreement 
within 30 days will result in federal action. 
The fair and the easy way out is for pilots 
and engineers to sit down and negotiate a 
seniority list that will protect all vested rights. 
The pilots are on record at NMB hearings as 
willing to negotiate such a list. With the aid 
of the Feinsinger panelists it should be pos- 
sible to do so. Would this not provide a solu- 
tion for the union strife? 


Colleges on the Merits 


Missouri’s college enrollments may double 
in a decade. What is the Legislature doing 
about the coming tide of students? While 
the House voted 129 to 9 to help create new 
junior colleges, Senate leaders seem to be 
dallying with the measure. 

Some Senators claim the House bill is dead 
in committee, and perhaps they wish it were. 
But the Senate’s own bill is alive. The Sena- 
tors voted for it once when a coalition of sup- 
porters rebelled against the Senate veterans, 
but it has to be brought to perfection again 
because of a technical amendment. If Sena- 
tor Blackwell of Hillsboro is finally allowed 
to bring the measure to a vote, he may well 
win passage. 

The issue ought to be decided on its merits, 
not as a test of leadership. The merits in- 
volve state authorization and limited aid for 
district junior colleges. Opponents argue that 
Missouri does not now have $680,000 a year 
for aid to the present five junior colleges. 
But the bill is not an appropriation measure. 
If the money is not there, the Senate can pass 
the authorization now and consider financing 
in the next session. At the moment the au- 
thorization is needed more than the aid. 

It will take a year or more for present jun- 
ior colleges to meet standards under the bill, 
and longer than that for St. Louis and other 
areas to prepare for new junior colleges. As 
Gov. Dalton has recognized, Missouri needs 
to make a beginning on expanded higher edu- 
cational facilities. The Senate surely will not 
back away from a commitment to fulfill the 
hopes of young Missourians who will seek 
post-high school studies in the years ahead. 


Just Rearranging Slums? 


Urban renewal could be set back seriously 
if the community were to adopt without quali- 
fication the idea, voiced by David J. Pittman 
of Washington University’s Social Science In- 
stitute, that redevelopment projects result in 
nothing more than the rearrangement of slum 
neighborhoods. It would be waste and folly 
to wipe out one slum only to create another 
slough of blight and misery. 

There are problems of relocation, of course, 
in connection with the rebuilding of an area 
such as Mill Creek. This involved the moving 
of 11,000 persons inured to sub-standard hous- 
ing, and with limited resources. 

That is why federal law requires that “de- 
cent, safe and sanitary” homes, measuring up 
to specifications higher than those of the St. 
Louis Minimum Housing Ordinance, be found 
for dislocated persons. Most of the Mill Creek 
families greatly improved their living condi- 
tions. Only 5 per cent moved into homes 
graded as substandard under the ordinance. 
They could not be forced into better housing. 
Further, 80 per cent of the business establish- 
ments formerly in the area report tangible 
improvements. 

The former Mill Creek residents, now much 
better off, are not nearly as great a threat 
to otlier parts of the city as is the influx of 
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unskilled and disadvantaged individuals from 
other sections of the country. And this prob 
lem could be minimized by more neighbor- 
hood maintenance and rehabilitation work. 
Frankly, big development projects have ad- 
vantages and disadvantages. Yet the elimina- 
tion of the Mill Creek slum, which was 97 
per cent substandard, and its replacement by 
a well planned new neighborhood will be a 
vast benefit to the city as a whole. The re- 
shaping of a city also offers opportunities for 
private capital, enterprise and energy. Large 
public undertakings must be supplemented by 
individual efforts for a new and better city. 


Toward a Dead End 


Missouri's Senate is the last barrier to a 
gasoline tax proposal that ignores sound high- 
way planning and is likely to run into a dead 
end at the polls. This is the proposal to di- 
vide a 2-cent gasoline tax increase between 
state highways, counties and cities, meanwhile 
barring city gas taxes unless city voters re- 
vived them. 

The Senate Roads Committee has accepted 
this House concoction of the oil lobby and 
county court spokesmen, with two amend- 
ments. One would let the Legislature dictate 
to cities and counties how to spend their state 
road money. The other would permit the state 
highway system to keep a penny tax rise for 
six months, until the voters could pass on the 
whole package. Thus a permanent increase 
for the main state roads would be contingent 
on public acceptance of diversion of state 
funds for local roads. 

The diversionary principle is bad. The em- 
phasis on local roads when state highways 
demonstrably need more funds is bad. The 
effort to bribe the people to accept one to get 
the other is outrageous. And the likely con- 
sequence is a defeat at the polls. 

Surely the Senators know this. Highway 
Commissioner A. D. Sappington warned that 
the measure was unworkable and would be 
defeated. Spokesmen for Downtown St. Louis, 
Inc., said they would work to defeat the pack- 
age plan. St. Louis Chamber of Commerce 
officials advised aid for state highways only, 
noting that the city’s economic progress part- 
ly depends on new highways. Mayor Tucker 
of St. Louis and Mayor Bartle of Kansas City 
both said the package was unacceptable. 

Urban residents who provide most of the 
state’s highway revenue are clearly not dis- 
posed to favor a measure that ignores the seri- 
ous needs of those highways, dumps money 
into country roads and restricts the cities 
home rule in the bargain. That would be a 
bad bargain even for thousands of miles of 
rural roads that are state-maintained. 

We hope the Senate will provide more 
constructive highway legislation than this. It 
can still untie the package, vote needed funds 
for state highways and let the voters dispose 
of the controversial diversionary scheme. 


Despair in the Underground 


Disillusionment in the anti-Castro under- 
ground in Cuba is one result of the invasion 
blunder. Now the refugee organization which 
operated the main underground network, the 
Peoples Revolutionary Movement, has quit the 
Cuban Revolutionary Council in “disgust.” 

The Revolutionary Movement asserts that 
the Central Intelligence Agency is still “‘play- 
ing Cuban politics” through the refugees’ 
Council, and still favoring ex-Batista men and 
conservatives who have no real following in 
Cuba. Meanwhile, the underground inside 
Cuba is not getting promised aid, and in the 
face of Castro reprisals has stopped work. 

If what the Revolutionary Movement says 
is true, the tactical blunders that contributed 
to the invasion fiasco are being repeated. One 
of these blunders was that the CIA somehow 
managed to ignore those refugees who had 
opposed Dictator Batista, or had worked for 
social reforms, or had sided with Castro until 
he openly took the path of totalitarianism. 
And a second blunder was that the Cuban 
underground was not even informed of the 
invasion. The CIA seems to have worked 
with the wrong people, and failed to accept 
the only real hope for a popular uprising with- 
out which the small invasion force could not 
succeed. 

These were, as noted, tactical mistakes; the 
basic mistake was the whole concept of inter- 
vention by proxy. But even now it is im- 
portant that the United States recognize that 
it can have no influence with Cuba or any 
other nation when it works with discredited 
leadership or seems to want to turn the clock 
back on social progress. Perhaps Congress 

owes the Cuban refugee movement and the 
CIA’s role in it another hard look. 


Senator Tower of Texas 


The Texas senatorial victory of John G. 
Tower is hailed by Republican National Chair- 
man Morton as signaling a “rebirth of Repub- 
licanism in the Solid South,” but there are pe- 
culiarities in the Texas situation that suggest 
this may be going too far. Mr. Tower is the 
first Republican Senator elected in Texas 
since 1877, and there is no gainsaying that 
this is an accomplishment. 

There is not much in the way of ideological 
difference between Mr. Tower and his Demo- 
cratic opponent, Senator Blakley. If anything, 
one is more conservative than the other. Mr. 
Tower is so conservative that he rejected the 
proffered support of former Vice President 
Nixon and relied on the ultra-conservative 
Senator Goldwater of Arizona for help. In an 
oil-rich deeply conservative state his views 
were appealing; that would not necessarily be 
true elsewhere. 

The small size of the vote supports the view 
that some liberal Democrats may not have 
been inclined to vote for either of two very 
conservative candidates. Mr. Tower received 
slightly more than half of the approximately 
889,000 ballots cast. Last fall, in a contest 
with Senator (now Vice President) Johnson, 
he received 926,000 votes to 1,306,000 for 
Mr. Johnson. 

Texas political pros say the Democrats un- 
derestimated Mr. Tower’s strength and energy, 
and blundered when they failed to limit the 
field in the special election last April. More 
than 70 Democrats, including Senator Blakley 
and four others with substantial support, 
sought Senator Johnson’s seat at that time. 

Had Democrats been able to concentrate on 
a moderate who could have appealed to both 
wings of the party, Mr. Blakley might not 
have been nominated, nor defeated in the 
necessary run-off last Saturday. 

If Mr. Tower’s election does indeed promote 
a two-party system in the South, that is all to 
the good. But the special circumstances of this 
election warn against sweeping conclusions. 
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Unscrambling the Regulatory Commissions 


A Specialist Proposes Separating Their Administrative and Judicial Functions

Of the various reasons which have 
influenced Congress to delegate to ad- 
ministrative agencies judicial power 
similar to that normally exercised by 
the courts, perhaps the most important 
have been the supposed inadequacies 
of the judicial process in dealing with 
regulatory problems. 

Thus, there is little doubt that one 
of the chief reasons for the creation 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in 1887 was the inadequacy of 

existing common- 
law methods to

Over half a cen- 
tury’s experience 
with the adminis- 
trative process in operation has proven 
the claim of its proponents that it 
would realize the basic goal of every 
legal system — that of dispensing 
speedy and inexpensive justice—to be 
more or less a will-o’-the-wisp. 

Every study that has been made of 
the actual working of the federal regu- 
latory agencies has complained of the 
cumbersome and overtechnical nature 
of administrative justice. 

So marked, indeed, has this become 
that the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission has recently found it desirable 
in one branch of its work to resort to 
the federal courts for the trial of its 
cases and the invocation of the sanc- 
tions provided by statute; utilization 
of the administrative hearing has been 
found to be slower and more expen- 
sive, and, according to this agency’s 
experience, far less in the way of 
proof and record are necessary to ob- 
tain relief in the courts than before 
the agency itself. While peculiarities 
of subject matter and surrounding cir- 
cumstance limit the significance of 
this instance, it is nevertheless sug- 
gestive of shortcomings in the admin- 
istrative process.

Justice in Slow Motion 


Administrative justice in slow mo- 
tion is a most thing, especial- 
ly if one bears in mind that the ad- 
ministrative decision is not the last 
word upon the matter. The decision of 
the agency rendered years after the 
filing of the complaint must then run 
the gantlet of judicial review which 
may itself take years. 

The important federal commissions 
are vested, on the one hand, with the 
authority to promulgate rules and reg- 
ulations having the force of law and, 
on the other, with the power to render 
decisions adversely affecting the per- 
son or property of individuals. 

The powers so vested in these agen- 
cies are comparable to those tradi- 
tionally exercised by the Congress and 
the courts. 

As Justice Jackson well put it in 
1954, administrative agencies today 
“combine delegated rule-making, the 
investigation and prosecution of com- 
plaints, and adjudication, and are sup- 
posed to unite congressional judgment 
as to policy, executive efficiency in 
enforcement, and judicial neutrality 
and detachment of decision.” 

When the Supreme Court upholds an 
indictment of a trucker for violation of 
a regulation promulgated by the Inter- 
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state Commerce Commission prescrib- 
ing certain compulsory safety precau- 
tions for trucks transporting inflam- 
mables or explosives, perhaps the ICC 
regulation is only a quasilaw. But 
when the trucker is convicted of violat- 
ing such regulations, we may be cer- 
tain that they do not incarcerate him 
in a quasi-cell. : 

The great weakness of the inde- 
pendent regulatory agency to a stu- 
dent of public administration is that 
it is a hybrid organism, set up to per- 
form basically incompatible functions, 
whose very incompatibility makes it 
impossible for them to be performed 
properly. 

They cannot be expected to decide 
cases before them with that “‘cold neu- 
trality of an impartial judge” of which 
Burke speaks when it is they who have 
instituted the proceedings against the 
private party and they who have the 
burden of presenting the case against 
him. 

An adequate solution of the problem 
must have two aims in view: (1) en- 
suring that the administrative func- 
tions of the agencies will be exercised 
in co-ordination with the policy and 
program of the Administration; and 
(2) ensuring that their judicial func- 
tions will be exercised in a truly judi- 
cial manner, uninfluenced by the pos- 
session of inconsistent functions of in- 
vestigation and prosecution. 

It is only the complete separation 
of administrative from judicial func- 
tions that can achieve these aims. 

The starting point could be the giv- 
ing of effect to the proposal made in 
1937 by the President’s Committee on 
Administrative Management for the 
complete segregation of administrative 
from judicial functions in the inde- 
pendent federal agencies. The Com- 
mittee’s proposal was that agencies 
with judicial functions should be di- 
vided into an administrative section 
and a judicial section. 

The administrative section would be 
designed “‘to formulate rules, initiate 


action, investigate complaints . . . (to) 
do all the purely administrative or 
sub-legislative work now done by the 
commissions—in short, all the work 
which is not essentially judicial in 
nature.” 

The judicial section would “sit as an 
impartial independent to make 
decisions affecting the public interest 
and private rights.” 

The Committee’s proposal involves, 
in effect, the abolition of the independ- 
ent administrative agencies as we have 
known them. Both the administra- 
tive and judicial sections into which 
those agencies would be divided would 
be set up within the appropriate execu- 
tive department. The administrative 
section would be organized as a regu- 
lar bureau or division. The judicial 
section would, on the contrary, be in 
the department only for “housekeep- 
ing purposes” and would, in fact, be 
wholly independent. 


Illusion of Safeguards 


Such a drastic proposal has, not un- 
naturally, met with strong criticism 
from proponents of the present sys- 
tem. The objections, however, lose 
sight of the extreme nature of the cri- 
sis that has occurred in the federal 
agencies in recent years. Those who 
propose palliatives for the present ad- 
ministrative system may, in fact, do 
more harm than good in the long run. 
If their measures are adopted, they 
will give the illusion of safeguards 
which are really facades. 

We must not today depart from the 
judgment of our ancestors and judge 
those in possession of governmental 
power with the presumption that they 
can do no wrong. On the contrary, if 
there is any presumption, it should be 
the other way—against the holders of 
power and increasing as the power in- 
creases. In the field of administrative 
law, historic responsibility can never 
make up for the want of legal respon- 
sibility and safeguards.

Robert Christin said yesterday 
at commencement exercises at 
Webster College. Seventy-seven 
degrees were conferred. 

Prof. Christin, 
freshman English at Notre Dame 
University, spoke on “The 
American Dream.” Directing his 
remarks to the graduates, he 
said their generation is one of 
the first in many years that has 
not grown up in a carefree way. 

The reason is, he said, that 
since World War Il and the 
Korean conflict, the world has 
been in a state of confusion.

New Mexico in Albuquerque said 
the elementary school, expected 
to be in operation by January, 
will be used to test the effects 
on the children of the absence 
of sunlight, windows, natural air 
and other normal contact with 
life above ground. The school 
would be safe from radiation ef- 
fects or fallout, experts believe. 

The school will be in Artesia, 
30 miles from Roswell, a strate- 
gic air base, considered a prime 
target for a nuclear attack. In 
addition to its use as a school, 
it would be equipped as a civil 
defense shelter, capable of hous- 
ing, feeding and maintaining 
2000 persons for two weeks with- 
out contact with the outer world.

Shark Riding Has 
Its Own Hazards 


HONOLULU, May 31. 
UNTIL YESTERDAY, Charlie White was a shark jockey. 
Twenty-four times a week, Charlie leaped into a tank seething 
with sharks, grabbed a tiger shark by the fin and went for a 
ride on the monster’s back. 

It was a living. 

He worked at it five 
days a week, riding man- 
eaters at Hawaii Marine 
land. His employers, Fred 
Inouye and Stan Omiya, 
claimed that theirs was 
the only marineland in the 
world that offered this 
particular spectacle. 

The husky Hawaiian- 
Japanese - Irish - American 
estimated that his chance 
of surviving such a career 
was “about 90 per cent in 
favor” (although White, 
who is 23, did not actually 
specify at what age he 
planned to retire). 

Yesterday, after only 
six months, that career 
came to an abrupt end 
when the intrepid shark 
rider suffered an attack 
from an entirely unexpected quarter.

“If 
you work for an insurance company, or know of one that 
might be interested, please contact us at once.” 

In other words: “Is there an insurance agent in the 
house?” 


Never was a showman in a more interesting di- 
lemma. Omiya had to convince the public that Charlie 
was a daredevil who daily diced with death, and at 
the same time assure any insurance man who might 
be listening ahat Charlie’s occupation was no more 
hazardous than driving a bus. 


Meanwhile, Inouye was stirring the tank with his pole. 
This, said Omiya, was to test the shark's mood. If the shark 
bit the pole, the show would be canceled. 

A cage was lowered into the tank. Charlie, wearing scuba 
gear and swim-fins, dropped into the cage and waited. A 
monstrous shark cruised slowly past. The cage was yanked 
away, Charlie grabbed the shark’s dorsal fin, and the brute 
eped away with him like a torpedo. 

I asked Charlie White how a man gets started in such a 
job. Charlie, who has no flair for drama himself, said very 
simply: 


“Well, me and Fred—that’s Inouye—used to work the 
shark patrol boats, shooting sharks, One day we were towing 
back a live shark and Fred asked me if I could jump in and 
ride it, so I did. That's how I found out I could do it.”

How Gary Cooper Got Into the Movies

late Gary Cooper's own story 
which appeared in the January 
issue of McCall's.

WHEN I GOT BACK to school 
after the war, I was the biggest 
kid in my class and years be- 
hind in my work. Things got 
even worse one day when e« 
friend's Model T cracked up and 
spilled us out on the road. My 
hip was broken. More school 
missed. I went to the ranch to 
recuperate and do some think- 
ing, all by myself about myself. 
Since I couldn't get around very 
much, I spent a lot of time 
drawing. 

I decided to make up all the 
education I had missed by going 
east to school and then pushing 
on to Chicago to study art. I 
had done a couple of cartoons 
for a political campaign going 
on in Montana, and the fact that 
they were printed gave me hope. 
At Grinnell College in Iowa, I 
majored in art and even tried 
out for the dramatics club. I 
didn’t make it. I found myself 
much older than my classmates 
and not getting anywhere very 
fast. 

At the end of my third year— 
I was 24—I felt that old urge 
coming on to get out of town 
and take a fresh look at myself, 
I headed west, but this time to 
Los Angeles. My father had re- 
signed from the Montana Su- 
preme Court and was working 
in Los Angeles on a protracted 
estate case. I knew that wher- 
ever Mother was, there was 
good cooking, and wherever Dad 
was, there was good advice. I 
told them my plan as soon as I 
could lean back from the dinner 
table. Instead of returning to 
Grinnell, I would get a job and 
earn a stake that would take me 
to art school in Chicago. I saw 
myself working as a newspaper 
cartoonist or in an advertising 
agency. 


While I made the rounds, I 
got my first glimpses of Holly- 
wood, Walking down the street 
one day, I recognized a movie 
star. It was Lew Cody, a boy- 
hood hero. Another day—=still 
jobless—I joined a crowd near 
the gate of the old Paramount 
studio. Men and women were 
standing around with flowers, 
and I heard whispers that Glo- 
ria Swanson was expected any 
moment with her new hus- 
band, the Marquis de la Fa- 
laise. I was rooted to the spot. 
After a while, we heard the 
sirens coming, and then a mo- 
torcycle escort and several 
limousines raced up to the 
gate. I remember Miss Swan- 
son standing there with tears 
running down her face, while 
everybody cheered and the stu- 
dio dignitaries handed her bou- 
quets and made welcoming 
speeches. It gave me a heady 
appreciation of the scale on 
which things were done in 
Hollywood. 


Considering my circumstances 
at the time, it made a deep im- 
pression. Newspapers and ad- 
vertising agencies had turned me 
down flat. I had worked for a 
few weeks selling classified ad- 
vertising, a few more as a 
salesman of baby photographs, 
and even fewer assisting a 
painter of theater curtains. 

Although I was eating well, 
living with my folks, I was 
spending their money, not earn- 


ing my own; that Chicago art 
school seemed farther away than 
ever. That's when I got into 
the movies. Wandering down 
Hollywood's Gower Gulch, a 
street where the movie cowboys 
hung out between pictures, I 
ran into some fellows I knew 
from Montana. They were cow- 
boys and bronc riders I used 
to see when I was a kid. They 
had come to Hollywood to work 
in the movies, because playing 
cowboy (or Indian) was a lot 
more lucrative and comfortable 
than taking care of-a couple 
thousand head of cattle all win- 
ter long. They told me of the 
easy money a stunt rider could 
earn. They even helped me 
catch on as an extra along Pov- 
erty Row, an area of several 
blocks on Sunset boulevard, 
where little studios ground out 
quickie pictures. Cowboys from 
Gower Gulch were always need- 
ed for those two-reelers, to fall 
off a running horse or to do 
some fast riding as one of the 
outlaw gang. Sometimes it was 
only a half day’s work, if the 
assistant director could herd us 
around quickly enough. We'd 
load up in a bus and go into the 
mountains above Hollywood and 
do a gun fight on horseback or 
take a few falls. We got paid 
up to $10 for a fall off a run- 
ning horse. You earned your 
dough. The Poverty Row out- 
fits liked to have you out of 
there before the blood was dry. 


A more ambitious cowboy 
would hope to get on perma- 
nently with one of the larger 
companies. If I ever wanted 
to see Chicao, I had to be very 
ambitions. I even hired an 
agent, a little woman named 
Nan Collins, to advise me how 
I could get Digger roles. She 
studied me carefully and then 
found what was wrong. It was 
my name, Frank Cooper. Since

she came from Gary, Ind., 
she suggested Gary as more 
exciting. I was willing to try 
anything. 


Even if I caught on, I felt 
doomed always to play heavies. 
All the leading men—stars hike 
Ricardo Cortez, John Gilbert, 
Richard Barthelmess, Tom Mix 
and, of course, Valentino—were 
extremely handsome men, while 
I was just an ordinaryooking 
guy, undistinguished except for 
my height. Since I was playing 
a heavy most of the time, I 
started a beard. Villains didn't 
shave. 


A director of one of the pic- 
tures I played in took a liking 
to me and decided to use me 
up front. I shaved for that. 
Then he looked me up and down 
and decided, “You've got to 
have more belly to be a good 
guy."’ So he had this vest made 
that padded me out go I looked, 
I guess, like a more substantial 
citizen than the lean and hungry 
lad I was. After the first few 
days, he forgot about that vest, 
and so did l. 


Now that I was a featured 
player, I had to wear heavy 
make-up, especially around the 
eyes, and 1 used to eneak to 
work so that my old Montana 
pals wouldn't hoot at me. But I 
was being paid regularly forthe 
sacrifice, supporting myself and 
putting the rest away for art 
school. When I told my father 
I was an actor, he took it calm- 
ly. “You've got to find out your-
